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Art Treasure 
May Break Record 


A drawing to be auctioned in 
London next June is expected to 
bring even more than the rec- 
ord-breaking $2.3 million paid by 
the Metropolitan Museum for 
Rembrandt's “Aristotle Contem- 
plating the Bust of Homer.” But 
the London Times, among others, 
was not pleased. “The issue,” 
warned The Times, “... is whe- 
ther the British people will 
show that altered circumstances 
have not destroyed old values, 
that having it individually good 
includes preserving the national 
treasures . . . Let them do this 
and the noise will go round the 
world. It would show the British 
character .. . in another of its 
finest hours.” 

The masterpiece which ‘move 
The Times to sound the tocsin 
was Leonardo da Vinci's draw- 
ing, the “Virgin and Child With 
St. John the Baptist and St. 
Anne.” Its owner, the Royal 
Academy of Arts, had proposed- 
to sell the work to meet rising 
costs and maintain its independ- 
ence of government subsidy. 
When it oes on the auction 
block, Leonardo's beautiful draw- 
ing is expected to fetch $2.8 
million. Speculation also picks 
the Cleveland Museum of Art 
~~ which just missed getting the 
Rembrandt — as the most inter- 
ested bidder. 


Rallying to the cause, labor- 
union leader Sir Tom O’Brien 
suggested that. the nation’s fif- 
teen commercial! television com- 
panies ante up part of their “fab- 
ulous” profits to buy the picture 
for some museum.

Rural Ontario 
A Century Ago 


Strathroy itself began, like all 
other country towns on the con- 
tinent; as a trading. post for 
farmers who brought their wheat 
to the grist mill on the: little 
river and sold or bartered their 
farm produce at the weckly 
market. Stores soon lined the 
village street, and in course of 
time the storekeepers became 


“the artistocracy of the growing 


town, with larger houses and 
spreading lawns on the low hills 
crowning the valley. 

The weekly market held its 
own, however, for the “market 
price” set in this miniature ver- 
sten of an Oriental bazaar was 
generally a few cents less than 
the price of “store goods,” on 


which the merchants had to 
make their margin of profit. 
Butter was twelve cents a 


pound; eggs, nine cents a dozen; 
strawberries, from two to five 
cents a quart. (berry-pickers 
were allowed to fill pails to the 
brim with blackberries for noth- 


ing); chickens were twenty cents, 


or two for thirty-five; and in 
winter beef by the quarter sold 
for four or five cents a pound. 
Tomatoes were so plentiful that 
they were often given away. This

page of the local paper, withou} 
date. 

The market was more imrport- 
ant for the farmers, however, 
than for the townspeople, . for 
selling their produce there was 
almost the only way they had 
of getting a little spending 
money for current expenses. 
And it was almost the only 
chamce the farmers and their 
wives had to compare their pro- 
duce with that of the more dis- 
tant sections of the meigthbor- 
hood. For the men it also meant 
political talk; for the women,

Thirty years earlier she defeat- 
ed strong man Sandow in a 
weightlifting contest. From then 
on, she was billed Sandwina. 
But it wasn’t strength alone 
which made Kati a leading at- 


Barnum and Bailey and in 
vaudeville houses throughout the 
world. She was no muscled mon- 
strosity, but very pretty, with @ 
lovely and exciting figure. In- 
deed, the first part of her act 
was devoted to posing, in brief 
and tailored costumes, as Justice, 
Columbia, Germania, Liberty 
and other characters designed to 
show off her statuesque beauty. 
She stood 6 ft. %4 in. and weigh- 
ed 210 pounds. 


From infancy, Kati had toured 
France and Germany with her 
cireus-owner father end acro- 
batic mother, When only two 
years of age she could do hand- 
stands. And when she was &1x- 
teen, her father was offering 100 
marks to any man who could 
wrestle Kati and pin her should- 
ers to the mat. 


There were naturally many 
takers — but no winners! 

In Saxony, a nineteen-year-old 
unemployed acrobat named Max 
Heymann accepted the chal- 
lenge. Within seconds, he had 
been slammed to the mat with 
such force that all the breath was 
knocked out of him. 

Afraid that she had hurt him 
badly, Kati leaned over anxious- 
ly. Max opened his eyes and

whispered: “I love you. Will you 
marry me?” 

Kati stared down, blushed,

Later, Kati told friends: “I beat 
him. I then pick him up in my 
arms, look at the little man. 
(Max was a mere 5 ft. 5 in.) 

“Then I fall in love with him.” 

Max and Kati eloped to Nor- 
way where they were married. 
So began almost fifty years of 
wedded bliss. 

Kati performed before kings, 
queens, emperors and presidents. 
All over the world crowds stared 
in awe and amazement at the 
tremendously strong and beauti- 


ful girl. 
Once in Cologne, Kati. was - 
watching Sigmund Breitbart, 


then billed as “The World’s 
Strongest Man.” On seeing her, 
he sneeringly challenged the girl 
to equal his act. : 

When Kati jumped down on 
the stage, Breitbart threw her a 
length of heavy chain. She at 
once snapped it in two and 
tossed the pieces back! 

From that moment, the rivalry 
between _ them was _ literally 
“strong” — and on Brietbart’s 
part bitter. They met in various 
cities. Each time Breitbart chal- 
lenged Kati to best one of his 
acts. And each time she did. 

One day in 1919, Kati did her 
usual two performances, then 
went homes, That night, the baby 
was born. 

Less than a week later, she 
was again doing her heavy-lift- 
ine act. 

Kati'’s feats caily grew more 
and more incredible. 

She stood up under the weight 
of a 1,200 lb. cannon balanced 
on her shoulders. She balanced 
a bridge over which walked forty 
men and four horses. 


She supported three women, 
two standing on ladders, the 
third. holding the ladders up- 


right, with all the weight resting 
on ea leather belt around Kati’s 
waist. 

When she died in 1952, per- 
haps the finest and truest trib- 
ute paid to her was: “She had 
the muscular strength of ten or- 
dinary men, and the charming 
femininity of one hundred ordin- 
ary women.” 


Troubles of a 
Huge Ballplayer 


Blond, brawny Frank Howard 
of the Los Angeles Dodgers rub- 
bed dirt into the handle of his 
36-ounce bat and stepped quickly 
into the batting cage at Al Lang 
Field in St. Petersburg, Fla. Af- 
ter setting himself in a spread 
stance, the 6-foot-7, 250-pound 
right-hander swung easily. He 
lined the first pitch through the 


left side of ‘the infield, then 
powered a fast ball into the 
screen in left-center, 375 feet 


away. ; 

“Look at that big slob and you 
think he’s got to be the strong- 
est man in baseball,” Dodger 
coach Leo Durocher told NEWS- 
WEEK Sports Editor Barry Got- 
tehrer. “I've seen him foo-ed, 
catch a pifch with one hand on 
the bat, and stilt drive it 450 
feet. Then he starts pressing 
and lunging, and he looks like 
the worst bum you've ever seen. 
With his power and potential, 
you've got to be-patient. Things 


In a week of spring-training 
games, nothing was coming easy 
for 25-year-old Frank Howard, 
the man who was supposed to be 
the next Babe Ruth. He was 
hitting .095, with one double and 
one home run in 21 at-bats. Yet 
for the Dodgers, 9-5 favorites to 
win the National League pen- 
nant, Howard remained the big 
man. Blessed with excellent 
itching (Don Drysdale, Sandy 
oufex, and Johnny Podres), 
impressive hitting and fielding 
(Wally Moon, Tommy and Willie 
Davis, and Maury Wills), and in- 
eredible depth, the Dodgers lack 
only power. “If they play How- 
ard regularly and he comes 
around big,“ said veteran Sten 
Musial, “they'd be the best team 
in baseball.” 

Getting Howard to come 
around at all has been a perplex- 
ing problem for the Dodger or- 
ganization. When signed for «@ 
staggering $108,000 honus in 1958, 
Howard, an All-American bas- 
ketball player at Ohio State, was 
a baseball player of unlimited 
strength and limited skill. To 
gain more finesse, he was assign- 
ed to Pete Reiser, then a minor- 
league manager and now a Los 
Angeles coach. Reiser watched 
and talked, Howard listened and 
hit—wntll he reached the major 
leagues. There the next Babe 
Ruth, awkward and overeagert, 
swung like a Little Leaguer, “We 
just gave him bad pitches and 
ehanges of speed and he was an 
easy out,” recalled St. Louis 
pitching coach Howie Pollet. 
"But late lest year, when playing 
regularly, he. was damned im- 
pressive.”

Lady Stayed Home 


Anything India could do for 
Jacqueline Kennedy, Pakistan 
was convinced it could do better. 

The Pakistanis could scarcely 


_ match India’s “Holi” festivities, 


when Prime Minister Jawaharlal 
Nehru and‘Mrs, Kennedy 9b- 
served the ritual of daubing 
each other’s foreheads with red 
paint. But the Pakistanis had 
their own Republic Day, and 
more-than 100,000 of them turn- 
ed out in the streets to cheer the 
First Lady when she arrived 
last month in Rawalpindi. India 
had provided Mrs. Kennedy with 
her first ride on a rouged and 
golden-tusked elephant named 
Bibia. (“What fun!” said Mrs. 
Kennedy.) But President Ayub 
Khan knew that Mrs. Kennedy’s 
true love is horses, and he took 


her to one of the most specta- | 


cular horse shows in the, world. 

Ayub escorted her to the stadi- 
um in Lahore in a state coach 
drawn by six gleaming bays 
with red tassels on their manes. 
The show itself included a camel 
that did rock ’n’ roll and a troop 
of dancing horses that Mrs. Ken- 
nedy pronounced “beautiful and 
fascinating.” As a finale, Ayub 
gave her a ten-year-old bay 
gelding named Sardar (chief)— 
thereby topping India’s gift of 
tiger cubs, both of which have 
since died of enteritis. After 

iding Sardar, Mrs. Kennedy 
said: “No one is going to be al- 
lowed to ride him but me.” 

Amid such pomp and circus 
dance, the heavy pressures of the 
tour inevitably caused some 
strains. Stephen Barber of The 
London Telegraph said the trip 
“has fizzled miserably,” and Wel- 
les Hangen of NBC, who was for- 
bidden to cover Mrs. Kennedy’s 
elephant ride from the top of an- 
other specially rented elephant, 
called it “far from a smasip hit.” 
Their criticism reflected a con- 
cern, felt more by visitors than 
hosts; that Mrs. Kennedy had 
seen only the pageantry of the 
Indian subcontinent, not its po- 
verty. 

Mrs. Kennedy herself, obvious- 
ly tired at times, canceled a 
sight-seeing tour of Lahore and a 
lunch among the ruins in Taxila. 
One day, she overslept while 
thousands of Pakistani school 


children patiently awaited her 
for three hours. On one occa- 
sion when Mrs. Kennedy got 


away from her security men for 
a motorboat ride in Udaipur, she 
spotted some children and said: 
“Let's get out and speak to them 
before they think up some reason 
why we can’t.” But U.S. officials 
feared the children might jostle 
Mrs. Kennedy and knock her into 
the water, so the First Lady just 
waved at them as the motorboat 


sped on.

So we wander up and 
down the hall at will and visit 
in each other’s rooms. It breaks 
the monotony but it also makes 
it impossible for a person to con- 
centrate on réading, writing or 
even thinking. There are also 
other interruptions. Lunch and 
supper trays — very welcome, of 
course — but so often just as the 
lunch tray arrives, so does the 
doctor — I often wonder when 
the doctors eat — afternoon tea 
nearly always coincides with vis- 
itors. Breakfast is my favourite 
meal of the day, at home or in 
hospital. I just long for my toast 
and coffee. 

My, but there's a lot to see and 
learn in a hospital. The patients 
that come and go, théir charac- 
teristics, appealing or otherwise. 
They are all interesting. When L 
go down for X-ray 1 am some~ 
times left for awhile in the corri- 
dor. But I don’t stay there. I 
trundle my chair around and 
take a peek at the emergency 
ward; the laundry; the labora- 
tory and the admitting office. I 
want to know as much as I can, 
inside and out.. And why not? 
After all, about four doctors and 
six nurses want to know ME in- 
side and out! Surely what is 
sauce for the goose is also sauce 
for the gander. And the things 
doctors say. The other day I was 
on the operating table, more or 


less under the influence of a 
sedative, but still very much 
alive and alert. Suddenly I start- 
ed to chuckle — that was as 
much as 1 could manage, I 
couldn't. “shake” with laughter 
because I was strapped down by 
my hands and feet. But I did 
manage to chuckle, and this was 
why .... suddenly my surgeon 
said: “Now, Mrs. Clarke, shut 
your mouth!” He meant it liter- 
ally but maybe he was glad of an 
excuse to say it! 

Well, 1 have just got through 
talking to Partner. He says if I 


don’t soon get home he'll be a pa- 
tient in hospital himself! Appa- 
rently he has been quite busy — 
washing and waxing floors, 
cleaning windows and tidying up 
the front porch — also baby-~sit- 
ting. I asked if Taffy and Ditto 
seem to miss me and he said 
Taffy goes running into my bed- 
room first thing every morning 
to see if I am there. Ditto has 
started her springtime habits 
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wants to sleep all day and stay 
out all night. That we don’t al- 
low but occasionally Partner goes 
to bed and then gets up in the 
middle of the night to let her in. 
I am sure that pleases him im- 
mensely. 

The other day he went grocery 
shopping at Cloverdale Mall and 
almost got himself lost. Shopping 
is one thing Partner isn’t used to 
but I guess he wanted to do it 
just to show that he could. When 
I get home we'll be fighting 
about who’s te do what. 

My room-mate and I listened 
to the hockey last night — to 
that last big tussle between the 
Leafs and Detroit. Thank good- 
ness I shall be’home to watch the 
play-offs on T.V. After three 
weeks without it I know now 
how lost Partner and I would be 
without it’— even though we 
sometimes disagree in our choice 
of pragrams.

World Language 


Every now and then somebody 
suggests that 
learn Esperanto or some other 
synthétic international langu2se. 
so all could understand one an- 
other. Well, they are tou late. 
An international language al- 
ready exists, understood in some 
degree by 600,000,000 people on 
all continents: 

It is the English language. 

Two years ago this corres- 
pondent remarked, in a eolumn, 
that in interviewing nine na- 
tional leaders in nine nations of 
Asia and Africa, seven of the in- 
terviews were conducted in Fng- 


lish. ‘Yes, Messrs. Nasser, Su- 
karno, Nehru, Kishi, Nkrumah, 
Abdul Rahman, U Na, Ben- 


Gurion, all converse ably in Eng- 
lish. ‘ 

Now scholarly Lincoln Bar- 
nett, writing in Life ‘magazine, 
reminds us. how far and fast 
English has spread in our own 
lifetime. The Soviets and Chi- 
nese even use English in their 
best broadcasts to the Far East 
and Africa, The Bandung con- 
ference of neutrals was eonduct- 
ed in ‘English. I knew .of an Is- 
raeli conference of Afro - Asian 
experts on co-operatives which 
had to be held in English. That 
was the one language, everybody 
— or almost everybody — wun- 
derstood. 

English is the language used 


by international pilots and air- ° 


port control towers in al} parts 
of the worid. It also is used by 
airline stewardesses more often 
than any other because most 
tourists know some English — 
and because some Aniericans do 
not Know any other language. 
It has surpassed French as the 
No. 1 language of international 
diplomacy. 

In Poland people would as 
soon study English as German or 
Russian, because it offers the best 
“window on the West.” In Indo- 
nesia when the inhabitants said 
goodbye to the Dutch — and their 
language — they welcomed the 
English language into their 
schools. When Prime Minister 
Jawaharlal Nehru met the Dalai 
Lama fleeing from Tibet, they 
conversed in English. 

Why this recent wartime and 
postwar spread of English? For 
one thing, it had a kind of head 
start. The British had carried 
English with them through all 
theit vast colonial empire — to 
India, Burma; Nigeria, Egypt, 
and Malaya.. Then, too, the Eng- 
lish were great traders and used 
their own language in commer- 
cial transactions. And of course, 
once a language gets going and 
is widely accepted, others want 
to learn it to be in on the con- 
versation, so to speak, writes 
William H, Stringer in the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor. 

English is an eSpecially vital 
language (maybe because Ameri- 
cans speak it). Anyway its words 
have penetrated all sort of for- 
eign tongues, from beisbol in 
Russia, to le jazz in French. In 
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Moscow this correspomien? o> 
ted a street-cormer sign, evident 
ly for pedestrians, witirlh fit-ag 
at intervals. It read. in Russian 
CTOIL “What,” | asked my im 
tourist guide, “does: that say?” 
“It’s the Engiisin word! ‘stp, ” 
she replied.

The secend point is that Eng- 
lish speech, far from being sim- 
ple, is one of the most compli- 
eated tongues of ‘tHe advanced 
modern world. True, it is one of 
the easiest of languages to be- 
gin speaking. 

But it is one of the hardest to 
speak well. Beside it, French 
and German are models of ease, 
older, and logicality. 

The United States helps along 
this swing to English. The 
United States Information Serv- 
ice ras 389 cultural centers in 
some 80 countries, and in most 
of ther are English - language 
libraries and courses in English 
to be had for the asking. 

Does all of this data give an 
American a mellow feeling? He 
got in‘ on the ground floor — 
knew the language from infancy, 
Other languages, however, have 
their great roles — French, a 
mark of eulture anywhere; Rus- 
sian, in which many scientitic 
treatises are published, and so on 
and on. 

But it is also significant that 
Efglish has been the language 
vehicle for expressing some off 
mankind/s most spiritual. con- 
cepts, beginning with that grand! 
masterpiece, the King James 
Version of the Bible.

“If you want to interview me,” 
British race driver Stirling Moss 
told a reporter the day before 
the twelve-hour Sebring (Fla.) 
Grand Prix of Endurance last 
month, “see me a few hours after 


the race starts. After my car 
breaks up, It will break up, you 
‘know.” 


Moss was wrong. His red No. 
26 Ferrari, a three-year-old, 
front-engine model, held up well 
enough for Moss and his team- 
mate, Innes Ireland of Scotland, 
to lead the race after seven 
hours. Then their hopes ended 
abruptly. No, 26 was disqualified 
for refueling without completing 
the required twenty laps be- 
tween pit stops. “That wasn't 
very fair,” said Moss. “We had 
come in for brakes and tires. 
When the pit steward opened the 
tanks, the mechanics put in gas.” 
With Moss out, the Ferrari 
driven by Jo Bonnier of Sweden 
and Lucien Bianchi of Belgium 
won the race. Once again, Moss, 
physically, technically, and psy- 
ehologically the best driver 
alive, had been thwarted. we 

The previous day, in a three- 
hour race for Grand Touring 
ears under 1,000 cc., Moss had 
another unhappy experience. 
Karly in the race, on a wet 
course, where skill meant more 
than. power, Moss's superior han- 
dling -kept his Austin-Healey 
Bprite ahead of the faster Fiat- 
Abarths, But once the course 
dried, no amount of skill could 
compensate for a lack of horse- 
power. Moss finished third; New 
Zealand's Bruce McLaren, in an 
Abarth, won. “Oh, well,” said 
eM “It was fun while it last- 

Moss, 32, has grown accustom- 
ed to disappointment. His failure 
to get the best cars hurt him most 
in Grand Prix competition, the 


matches among purebred racing 


machines which determine the 
world driving championships. 
Moss refuses to sign with a fac- 
tory team; the factories, in turn, 
refuse to sell him their latest and 
best cars. So he often competes 
in.one- or two-year-old models.

Deliberately getting into a sec- 
end minor accident to cover up 
the damage from the first. (Po- 
lice on the lookout for a certain 
car keep cross- 
checking the descriptions of.cars 
involved in other accidents.) 

Claiming that somebody had 
borrowed the car and must have 
been driving at the time. (This 
alibi becomes shaky when police 
demand a list of all the people 
who might have borrowed the 
ear.) 

“Forgetting” who was at the 
wheel during the accident. (At 
best, this is only a stalling. tac- 
tic.) 

Admitting knowing who was 
driving, but refusing to say. 
(Police parry this one by quot- 
ing a little-known amendment to 
the Criminal Code that makes a 
passenger in a hit-and-run car 
just as culpable as the driver.) 

Freely admitting full knewl- 
edge of the accident but insisting 
that all the proper exchanges of 
mames and addresses took place 
— with a person whose name 
has now been forgotten or mis- 
placed. (This is a tough story to

Reporting in as a victim of a 
hit-and-run.

It must 
sound plausible, must be con- 
firmed by evidence police find 
around the fictitious scene, must 
seem to negate evidence gath- 
ered at the real*scene; and must 
account in detail for the damage 
to be found on the phony com- 
plainant’s car. But rarely does.) 


Invisible Poor in 
the United States 


It was 25 years ago that Frank- 
lin Roosevelt looked out and saw 
one-third of his nation “ill- 
housed, ill-clad, and ill-nourish- 
ed.” Today, in an America cele- 
brated for history's highest 
standard of living, few would 
argue that the conditions depict- 
ed in Roosevelt's second inau- 
gural have, not’ vastly improved. 
And yet in an eye-opening new 
book (“The Other America,” 
Macmillan), a young social critic 
named Michael Harrington has 
turned up an “economic under- 
world” in the U.S. with no fewer 
than 40 million to 50 million 
inhabitants. Harrington's claim 
to be heard Is based on two years 
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“Death plays a peculiar role in 
the life of (Harlem) ... Under- 
takers are among the most re- 
spected members of the Negro 
middle class... Dying is a mo- 
ment of style and status, at least 
in the impoverished world of the 
racial ghetto.” 


“Clothes make the poor invis- 
ible . . . America has the best- 
dressed poverty the world has 
ever known... It is much easier 
in the United States to be decent- 
iy dressed than it is to be decent- 
ly housed, fed, or doctored. Even 
people with terribly depressed 
incomes can look prosperous.” 


“Once depression hits an area, 
ite very life seems to leave . 
And then the vicious circle be- 
gins to work. Because a place is 
poor and dispirited, manufactur- 
ers don't want to locate there; 
because of this, the area becomes 
even rg 

“For most middle-class Ameri- 
cans, aid to ‘farmers’ is a gigan- 
tic giveaway, a technique for 
robbing the urban millions and 
giving to the countryside. Yet 
the poor farmers do not, for the 
most part, receive a cent a5 & 
result of these laws.” 

According to Harrington, the 


‘political and social facts of U.S. 


life dictate that only the Federal 
government is capable of acting 
to abolish. poverty (“in saying 
this, I do not rejoice .. .”’) But 
he is less than hopeful that it 
will be done. For while there is 
information enough for action, 
Harrington says that political 
will is lacking. ; 

Whether or not readers agree 
with Harrington’s answer, his 
presentation of the problem is 
impressive. It is & shame that 
“The Other America” will prob- 
ably not sell very well, The com- 
fortable majority, isn’t interested 
enough, and the people who are 
can't afford $4 for a 191-page 
book. From NEWSWEEK

Porvoise Chorus 


We were 2 miles off the north 
coast. of Florida on the blue 
waters of the Gulf of Mexico. 
The white sands of the beach 
gleamed in the distance. A few 
feathery clouds were scattered 
here and there across the other- 
wise clear sky. I had just shut 
off the motor, and our boat — @ 
gray Navy speedboat known 
technically as a “24-foot plane 
personnel boat” — was drifting 
in the light swell. 

We had stopped because we 
had sighted a school of dolphins 
or porpoises playing or fishing 
about half a mile away. Our mis- 
sion was to listen’ to the under- 
ade by free or 
wild porpoises \in their natural 
state and if possible to obtain 
tape recordings of their sounds. .. 


There must have been nearly 
twenty in the group—a rather 
large number for this locality. 
When within 50 or 75 feet of our 
craft, they all submerged and 
swam directly beneath us, Look- 
ing down through the water, we 
coud see dark shapes streaking 


* swiftly past. 


During all this time, the only 
noise we heard them make in the 
air was the “whoosh” of exhaling 
breath as their blowholes were 
momentarily out of water at the 
top of each are—and even this 


was audible only when they were 
‘¢lose to the boat. 


But the underwater listening 
gear told a very different story. 
The intermittent tapping or sput- 
tering which had been barely 
discernible from the speaker 
when the animals first turned in 
our direction grew in intensity 
and in continuity as they ap- 
proached. When emitted by a 
single porpoise alone, this noise 
—as we had learned before—is 
a concatenation of clicks or 
clacks such as might be produced 
by a rusty hinge if it were open- 
ed slowly. It was soon apparent, 
however, that a number of the 
animals were making the sounds 
together, and more seemed to 
join the chorus as they came 
nearer. Superimposed upon this 
increasing clatter was an occa- 
sional birdlike whistle resembl- 


grow still louder. 
Taken together, they suggested 
the roar of an a rail- 
road train, except perhaps that 
they were more irregular. By the 
time the group was about ready 
to make its final dive, the cre- 
scendo from the speaker in our 
boat had become a clattering din 
which almost drowned out the 
human voice. 


Then abruptly, as if by prear- 
ranged signal, it stopped comple- 
tely and left us in shocking sil- 
ence. At that moment, they swam 
beneath the boat. A single bark- 
like sound was now repeated 
once or twice, and the porpoises 
with their underwater chorus 
were gone, 

Never before that time—and 
never since—have we been for- 
tunate enough-to capture such an 
auditory event on magentic re- 
cording tape.—From “Porpoises 
and Sonar,” by Winthrop N. Kel- 
logg.

Where Streets Were 
Paved With Silver 


Much has been written in tie- 
tion as well as history regarding 
the epoch of Virginia City, which 
began as a group of dugouts, 
tents, and crude cabins clinging 
to the side of Mount Davidson. 
These were replaced by sturdy 
frame structures which were 
soon wiped out by disastrous 
fires. Then buildings of brick 
and stone took shape, and a few 
mansions wére built. By far the 
most notable of the latter was 
that of Sandy Bowers whose 
wife, Eilley Orrum, was known 
as the “Queen of the Comstock.” 

The streets of the city were, 
in fact, paved with-silver, as the 
low-grade ore was used to sur- 


“ them. Better ore was piled 
-u 


for later treatment, and the 
first-grade ore was sent to Eng- 
land to be milled before local 
mills were built. Later a local 
mill, erected by the 
Gould and Curry, cost a million 
dollars. 
Mark Twain lived in Virginia 
City and wrote in the daily Ter- 


ritorial Enterprise, at that time ° 


Nevada's leading newspaper, of 
the life which thrived so lustily 
there during the several boom 
periods, The Comstock poured 
out $0 much wealth in silver that 
as it gathered momentum the 
United States operated a mint 
at Carson City for twenty-three 
years to handle its bullion. 

The mining boom had brought 
enough people to the new dis- 
trict that their influence was 
felt in the East, and in the spring 
of 1861 the Territory of Nevada 
was created by act of Congress. 


_ James W. Nye, a New York law- 
yer, was appointed governor, ‘and. 


Orion Clemens, brother of Sam- 
uel Langhorne Clemens (Mark 
Twain), was the first territorial 


secretary. Several months elaps- - 


ed before these officials, trav- 
elling by boat around the Horn 
from New York to San Francisco, 
then by stagecoach over the 
range, arrived in Nevada. In Oc- 
tober the first territorial legisla- 
ture met in, Carson City, chosen 
as the capital. — From “The 
Downs, the Rockies—and Desert 
Gold,” by Helen Downer Croft.

Maybe We'd Better 
Switch To Tea 


If two Indiana University Med- 
ical Center scientists are correct, 
the familiar New Year's Eve slo- 
gan, “Make the Last One for the 
Road Coffee,” is doubtful advice 
for drinkers, Aided by a collec- 
tion of staggering rats, pharma- 
cologists Robert B. Forney and 
Francis W. Hughes claim that 
caffeine can actually prolong the 
effects of alcohol. 

Using a specially constructed 
box, the Indianapolis researchers 
taught their test animals to avoid 
a small electric shock by running 
into one of. two compartments 
when a red warning light flash- 
ed. ats that stayed put, or 
chose\the wrong compartment, 
got shocked. When the animals 
were trained, Drs. Forney and 
Hughes gave them alcohol injec- 
tions. At the warning light, the 
tipsy rodents hesitated, received 
a shock, then ran for a compart- 
ment. “Many of them chose the 
wreng room and got shocked a- 
gain,” Dr. Forney said last week. 
Surprisingly, caffeine seemed 


cohol. And the caffeine-treated 
animals tended to make bad de- 
cisions even after the alcohol had 
disappeared from their blood. 
Now Drs. Forney and Hughes 
say they will test the effects of 
coffee and alcoho] on humans.

Full many a volume has. com- 
passed the exciting lives of Sir + 
Winston -Churchill—his memor- 
ized upbringing, his Boer War 


expicits, the tragedy of Gallipoli, 
the lean.and unrewarded vears, 


and the resounding climax of 
World War II. 
Biographies have sprung up, 


Arthur Bryant in “The Turn of 
the Tide” dealt with Churchill in 
relation to other war leaders, and 
Sir Winston himself penned the 


_whcle epic struggle of “The Sec- 


ond World War.” drawing on 
state papers and personal min- 
utes. 

But ‘now we have:a book which 
concentrates wholly on the 
drama and decision of Churchill 
throughout World War Ui, the 
profound and moving struggle 
from the days when the British 
fleet at Scapa Flow flashed the 
exhilarating word, “Winston's 
Back” to the moment when, with 
Hitler’s “thousand year Reich” a 
shambles, Churchill, defeated for 
re-election, tenders his resigna- 
tion to the King and advises His 
Majesty to send for Mr. Attlee. 


Jack LeVien and John Lord, in 
their “Winston Churchill: The 
Valiant Years” 
World War II too dramatic and 
brave. There were slogging 
months and moments of gaunt 
desvair when the Allied cause— 


or the British cause after the re-_ 


treat from Dunkirk—seemed de- 
sperately far from victory over 
the Axis powers. But a story 
which deals with that irrespons- 
sible, sentimental, indomitable, 
sonorous, human, and. grand fig- 
wre, that man of the ages, Win- 
stor Spencer Churchill, could 
hardly be dul] for a moment. 


So here is excellent reading for 
amyone who would relieve the 
epic times and high strategies and 
famous conferences and. tense 
battles of the great war. It is a 
fast-paced account, as might be a 
story put together initially as 
background to the widely ac-: 
claimed television series, “The 
Valiant Years.” One can open 
(tris book to any page and become 
engrossed with the pageant of 
history amd the interlocking of 
man—this man—and events. 


Adding to the value is the au- 
thor’s occasional use of quota- 
tions from Sir Winston’s own ac-. 
count of World War Il. These 
itaficized paragraphs, in the best 
King’s English, add a potent com- 
mentary to the unfolding account, 

In a way this is the cream of 
the history, but there is sufficient 
dept» to illumine all major ac- 
tions. Here are the Polish Blitz- 
kreig, the fall of France and 
Churchill’s efforts to persuade 
the beaten French generals to 
fight on in Africa. Here is the 
air-fought Battle of Britain, with 
Churchill poking among the Lon- 
don ruins. Here is the hunting 


down of the Bismarck, and then 
the loss of the Prince of Wales 
and Repulse off Malaya. Here is 
Harbor 


Pear! and Churchill's 
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BOW CHAPEAU — Bowlike 
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bonnet clasped 
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quick visit to Washington % 
cement the. alliance—and assure 
that the Allies would tackle Eu- 
rope ahead of Japan. 


The conferences of Quebec, 
Cairo, Teheran, Yalta, Potsdam— 
they are told, and Churchill’s 
role in each, and his delightful 
side excurisions, as when at 
Yalta he sought to see the orig- 
inal Crimean terrain of the 
Charge of the Light Brigade. The 
North African campaign, the tor- 
tuous advance through Htaly’s= 
mountains, the massive assault inv 
Normandy on D-Day, the race 
across France, the Battle of the 
Bulge, the crossings of the Rhine, 
the final hours: before V-E Day 
these all pass im thunderous ar- 
ray. The panorama is wide 
enough to present the whole 
struggle at once, 

If the book is flawed at all, it 
is in minimizing some of the less~ 
brilliant strategems of Churchill, 
and his habits of summoning 
ministers and even the Chief of 
the Imperial Genefal Staff at ex- 
hausting midnight hours to dis- 
cuss some far-fetched tactic that 
might have been better left to the 
military. No seamy side of 
Churchill appears. 

Yet after all there has been no 
phenomenon quite like Sir Win- 
ston in many a decade of this 
world’s history, whose broadcasts 
were worth divisions of troops, 
whose sense of destiny and his- 
tory was so profound. This book 
very nearly does him justice.

Russian Flights 
Now Official 


The diehards still persist in 
joning the orbital flights of 
Soviet cosmonauts. But the 
International Aeronautical Fed- 
eration (FAI) in Paris, aviation’s 
official certification body, has 
now formally entered the name 


‘of consmonaut Gherman Titov 


along with Yuri Gagarin’s in the 
flight record books. 

Titoy was credited with two 
records. One was for distance 
traveled — 436,651.68 miles; the 
other for time in space—25 hours 
and eleven minutes. (This is six 
minutes # less than originally 
claimed, a reduction made be- 
cause Titov parachuted from his 
ship at an altitude of 21,325 feet.) 

Jacques Allez, the president of 
the federation, said the certifica- 
tion was made after the Soviet 
Union’s Central Aero Club sup- 

- plied an “extremely precise dos- 
sier” on the flight. Martin Deck- 
er, U.S. representative to the cer- 
tification sessions, was somewhat 
less charitable. He said the Rus- 
sians finally supplied “some sort 
of flight plan” plus radar graphs, 
formulas, and pictures © after 
tough negotiations. “| wouldn't 
say it was precise but it was suf- 
ficient,” Decker allowed after 
secing the documents. 

Titov's certification left un- 
touched Gagarin’s altitude record 


(189 miles). Therefore, no re- 
cords were left for astronaut 
John “Glenn to claim on the 
books.

Time to Lay Off 
On Roger Maris! 


Squabbles between sports 
writers and athletes — especially 
big league writers and profes- 
sional athletes — are useless and 


boring. Not only does no one ever 


win, but both parties are usually 
damaged in one way or another, 
because facts always. manage to 
get distorted and words said that 
are not meant, 


Personality clashes are unin- 
telligent at any time, but their 
stupidity is multiplied many 
times when aired before the pub- 
lic. 

The most popular journalistic 
pastime down south this spring 
has been the silly throwing of 
typographical, darts at Roger 
Maris, the young man who made 
history a year ago by hitting 61 
home runs for the New York 
Yankees. 

Now, before getting any fur- 
ther into this humble literary 
effort, let me point out that Maris 
is not a friend of mine, I have 
talked with him only briefly 
alone, though a number of times 
last season as part of an inquir-- 
ing group. Whether or not he hits 
61 home runs this year, or 21 
makes no difference to me. 


However, if any one of the 
critical reporters who have been 
blasting Maris with their type- 
writers would cool down long 
enough to dig into the situation 
— to mingle with Roger’s team- 
mates and get a truer picture of 
the sort of fellgw he is — they 
would, if they were fair, have to 
change their tunes in a hurry. 


There can be no doubt that 
Maris is a high-strung athlete, 
charged with a competitive tem-. 
perament that often reaches, and 
passes, the boiling point. It is a 
mistake for any ballplayer to let 
his temperament show, particu- 
larly in front of the press. 

But if you could have invaded 
the Yankee clubhouse last sea-- 
son while Maris was hitting home 
runs, and if you would have list- 
ened to some of the questions 
that writers fired at him, day 
after weary day, you would, I 
am sure, have felt some @ym- 
pathy for the young man, writes 
Ed Rumill in the Christian Sci- 
ence Monitor. 

Only those who have exper- 
ienced them can know the true 
burden of major league pressures 
and when you consider the ever- 
increasing coverage of radio, tele- 
vision and the press, Maris must 
have felt more pressure late last 
season than any ballplayer in the 
history of the game.

Yankees told me the other day: 
“Roger is the same boy today 
that he was when be played for 
Cleveland and Kansas City, and 
when he first joined our club. He 
hasn’t changed. He always was 
a bull dog; he always had that 
fire and determination; he al- 
ways hated failure in anything 
he did. 


“Just how much can a boy 
take? How can you do anything 
but admire what he did a year 
ago, dogged by the press, radio, 
and TV, and trying to do the 
best he knew how out on the 
field? 

“Let me’ tell you something 
about Roger,’ our spokesman 
went on. “There isn’t a_ better 
team player wearing a Yankee 
uniform, He follows orders alert- 
ly and intelligently; he’ll do any- 
thing to help win a ball game. 
And, as a matter of fact, so will 
Mickey Mantle. 


“Do you know how this situa- 
tion really got started? Because 
a writer wrote a critical story 
about Roger without even talking 
to him. Roger didn’t even know 
the fellow, because he asked me 
to point him out, Naturally the 
boy was upset. Wouldn’t you 
have been? 

“Since then, of course, Roger 
has riled other writers because 
he immediately became § suspi- 
cious of everybody. But as far 
as the other players on the club 
are concerned, this thing has 
‘been blown up all out of propor- 
tion and is grossly unfair to a 
kid who deserves a hand clap, 
not the back of the hand.” 

Said another’ Yankee: “The 
thing that surprises me more 
than anything else is that ex- 
perienced, capable newspapermen 
keep falling for this line about 
Maris, a line that traces to one 
or two reporters who have al- 
ways taken the attitude that 
they’re never wrong about any- 
thing. 

“l've never been chummy with 
Maris. He hardly ever says much 
to me, maybe because I'm a pit- 
cher. But I respect him and take 
my hat off to him, and wish I 


‘oould be in his shoes. Unfair re- 


porting such as I’ve seen down 
here this spring hurts all writers, 
even the fair ones. You can’t 
blame a ballplayer for not want- 
ing to talk.”

During Sen. Estes Kefauver's 
two-year investigaticn “of the 
nation’s drug industry, a young 
Johns Hopkins physician proved 
himself something of a medical 
- maverick. Dr. Louis C. Lasagna, 
a 39-year-old associate professor 
of medicine, made headlines for 
his strong criticism of some in- 
dustry practices. “Now, with a 
skillful dissection of his own pro- 
fession in a book written for lay- 
men, he has become even more 
of an insurgent. 

In “The Doctors’ Dilemmas,” 
published recently, Dr. Lasagna 


yz)  appraises medicine today — with 


glimpses at its sometimes shady 
past. What he says is often hard- 
ly the thing a doctor would tel! 
a patient. 

In fact, the book contains many 
things that a doctor would rare- 
ly tell a doctor. Yet the book is 
a thorough examination, backed 
by facts in objective matters and 
logic in subjective matters. Still, 
many of Dr. Lasagna’s contem- 


poraries. are certain to be irri- 


tated by some of his conclusions. 

The Baltimore physician is 
most outspoken in a chapter on 
the American Medical Associa- 
tion. Every doctor feels the or- 
zation’s power from the time 

he enters medical school, Dr. La- 
gagna says. “His school has to 
have AMA approval, his hospital 
meeds AMA sanction for intern- 
ship ... and his license to prac-

rules laid down... in close col- 
laboration with the AMA,” he 
says. At its Chicago headquarters, 
the AMA maintains a complete 
file on every doctor in the 
country, even if he isn’t a mem- 
ber.

While noting the AMA's sup- 
port of auto seat belts and child- 
labor laws, Dr. Lasagna pointedly 
adds «that they have “voted 
against Federal aid to the aged 
: and opposed Federal sub- 
sidization of medical education.” - 
Such stands, he says, sometimes 
incur “the ill will of liberals and 
conservatives alike.” 


As a research physician who 
specializes in the testing of new 
drugs, Dr. Lasagna turns an ex- 
pert eye on the drug industry. © 
A major criticism: The “pharma- 
ceutical numbers racket.” A new 
compound, he explains, is touted 
as more potent than an. older 
agent, because it can be given 
at a tenth of the dosage. Usually, 
he says, “at these doses both 
drugs do the same job and pro- 
duce about the same incidence “ti “ 
of untoward side reactions, so it —_a" ™ 
is like saying a dime is more 
potent than two nickels.” 

Discussing medical education, 
Dr. Lasagna touches upon a 
problem that is rarely exposed: 
Racial discrimination. His obser- 
vations, in. this instance, are 
weakened only slightly by a 
dearth of documentation. Al- 
though Negroes do attend many 
medical schools, some institutions 
“have never accepted Negroes, 
despite lip service to. . . ‘equal 
consideration’,” he says. “Anti- 
Jewish bias is little discussed, 
but almost certainly exists in 
medical schools,” 


Relaxing last week in his tiny, 
cluttered office on the ninth 
floor of Johns Hopkins’ Clinical 
Science building, Dr. Lasagna was 
prepared for the criticism that 
the book was sure to bring. “Af- 
ter the drug hearings I was call- 
ed a crank and a malcontent,” 
he said. “I’m used to it.”

From The North Sea 


I‘first saw Belgium as a light 
winking in the darkness at the 
end of a North Sea race. We 
were driving in under full can- 
vas and the seas were breaking 
on the banks.of Rhine-borne silt 
spilled out from the German hin- 
terland, Six hundreds years be- 
fore, square-rigged sailing ships 
ploughed this same route, bring- 
ing England’s wool harvest to 
the weaving factories of Ypres 
and Ghent and Bruges. 


It is’ worth coming into Bel- 
gium from the sea, for water is 
the key to this thriving little 
kingdom. : 

Sail up the Scheldt to Antwerp 
and your eyes are suddenly 
opened to a whole new world; 
the world of the barges. Belgian 
barges, Dutch barges, German 
barges — barges from Rotter- 
dam, Bremen, Hamburg, Dussel- 
dorf, Cologne, Frankfurt and 
dozens of other inland ports; 
they crowd the twisting water- 
way, a nightmare hazard to cap- 
tains bringing their ships into 
the docks, Deep-laden and with 
decks awash they are strange 
looking creatures, narrow of 
beam to get through the locks 
and sometimes a hundred yards 
long. 

Coming into Antwerp you are 
not conscious of having arrived 
in Belgium as you are when you 
enter Ostend. Antwerp is simply 
Antwerp, a proud, independent 
city, like all the cities of the flat 
north land that runs out into the 
sea with hardly a change in the 
landscape. . Ghent, Bruges, 
Malines — they’re all the same. 
The people of these cities grow 
up in the shadow of history — 
history as told in carved stone, 
towering belfry and statue, or 
painted on the priceless canvases 
that fill to overflowing their 
churches and their city museums. 
The knowledge of their indepen- 
dence and past greatness is_all 
about them, an overwhelming in- 
fluence in their lives. To think 
of themselves as Belgians, is 
something comparatively new. 
Belgium only became a. nation 
in 1830 and her people live in a 
Venetian atmosphere, with the 
waterways that brought them 
greatness still running like silver 
threads through ‘their lovely 
cities.

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Sewve-the-Tree Plan 
That Really Works 


Back in 1604, or something 
like that (it was before my time) 
a chap named George Waymouth 
chopped the first tree ever cut 
in Maine. At that time Maine 
had about 18,000,000 acres of 
standing timber. Since then lum- 
ber and forest-based products 
have been the major economy of 
the staté. We have also persuad- 
ed. not quite a million people to 
make their homes here — in 
consequence of which they have 
laid out roads;. built schools, 
erected their businesses, and 
have left Maine with about 17,- 
000,000 acres of standing timber. 
Foresters tell us that because of 
proper woodlands management 
we have more trees now than 
then, and that growth not only 
exceeds use but will continue to 
indefinitely -— in spite of the 
many multi-million expansion 
programs of the pulp and paper 
people. 

This is all important, because 
as we increase our demands on 
our forests from one end, we 
are increasing our pleas for de- 
dicated wilderness areas where 
people may play and nobody 
may cut. There is something 
spurious, if we can locate it, in 
the preservationist theories. for 
the long-customs in Maine deny 
the premises. 


The. Pine Tree State does 
stand in an odd and unique 
position.» Just lately one of the 
bigger newspapers had a stirring 
editorial, pitched on the Wash- 
ington park proposals, urging 
that Maine's famous Allagash 
wilderness ‘be “saved for the peo- 
ple before it falls into the hands 
of private interests.” 


This, multiplied many-fold, is 
a current popular topic, and 
since it has an altruistic sound 
it becomes a little difficult to an- 
awer without sounding anti- 
human. But Maine’s Allagash 
has been privately owned for 
generations, under which own- 
ership it has survived practic- 
ally unchanged as the longest 
unbroken stretch of wilderness 
still left in the nation. 

The private ownership which 
the rest of the country deplores 
with much wringing of hands is, 
in Maine, a state policy under 
which we believe this is the best 
way to save, pérpetuate and use 
our valuable timber resources. 
Who could be expected to pre- 
serve the timberlands any more 
faithfully than those who de- 
pend on them for corporate sur- 
vival? The last thing a pulp mill 
is going to do is foolishly des- 
troy its own tree farm. 


But, there’s more to it than. 


that.-From the earliest days the 
people of the state have retained 


: gights in these lands. The Wash- 


ington philosophies make a big 
thing of “multiple use,” whereas 
this is old stuff in Maine. Maine 
pioneered the vacation business 
among the states, and could suc- 
cessfully do so because the pub- 
lic has privileges on privately 
owned wildlands,“This is basic in 
Maine common and written law. 
We have what we call The Great 
Ponds law — under which use 
of and access to the vast. waters 
of Maine are public. 

Not long ago in Acadia Na- 
tional Park, where federal re- 
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‘trictions greatly annoy Maine : 


folks, a fellow was ice fishing 
and he had his little dog with 
him. A dog is a pretty good 
thing to have along no matter 
what you're up to, and the dog 
was frisking around and. adding 
to the occation when .a park 
ranger came along and arrested 
the poor fellow because he 
wasn't keeping his dog ‘leashed 
on federal “proppity.” It looked 
for sure like a nasty United 
States District Court case, with 
special counse] coming from Wa- 
shington to prosecute. Perhaps 
even a firing squad, But the 
Mainer, long aware of “multple 
use,” recalled to the ranger the 
Great Ponds Law and invited 
him to begone ere he got into 
trouble. It was true: the ranger 
departed and the Maine man was 
right. 

At Lock Dam, where a power 
company has diverted the natur- 
al flow of river water, canoeists 
find a man with a hearty greet- 
ing and a tractor. This man helps 
you load your canoe and, gear 
on a trailer, and then he totes 
you overland to deep water on 
the down side. The power com- 
pany pays him — the canoeists 
can't even tip the man; and the 
power company does this be- 
cause water flowage belongs to 


‘the people and they cannot law- 


fully close off the stream against 
recreationists. I get the same 
thing here on the farm. I find 
strangers roaming my back bush 
with shotguns, or looking for 
mushrooms, posies, berries and 
nuts. I pay the taxes and I own 
the land — but Maine custom 
gives the beauties and bounties 
of the outdoors to everybody. 

If tourists wish to look into 
this, they can apply to our state- 
house and get a printed bro- 
chure that tells of the hundreds 
of miles of wilderness roads 
built and maintained by private 
owners which are open to public 
use. If the tourist wants to see 
lovely Baxter State Park, dedi- 
cated forever to non-~ multiple 
wilderness ‘and including majes- 
tic Mt. Katahdin, he will find 
his best route is over lumber 
company roads, across the lum- 
ber company dam at Ripogenus 
— and that he can use these 
private roads cheaper than *he 
can his public roads at home, for 
he pays no taxes for their con- 
struction. 

I dwell on this hoping to ex- 
plain that Maine is unique, and 
that too many people are assesa-

Apples can be safely thinned 
by spraying the trees with Sevin 
or Amid Thin two to three weeks 
after bloom, reports Dr. D. V.

WHAT I SAW IN RED

NEW YORK — When a Chi- 
nese meets -a foreigner he -sees 
in him either a possible future 
agent of his propaganda or an 
enemy of the people. The Chi- 
nese cannot shake off this dual 
vision. He therefore tries to win 
him over to convince him, but 
usually he ends up irritating 
him. 

There are in present-day China 
only a few hundred Westerners 
—diplomats, engineers, business- 
men, professors. These men find 
it incredibly difficult to get hold 
of Chinese reality. For, reality 
in China is as fluid as water. 
One thinks he understands and 
holds it, but each time he finds 
himself empty-handed with mul- 
tiple contradictions dashing his 
original beliefs.

How do ambassadors and mis~ 
sion chiefs live in Peiping? I 
found during my extended visit 
to Red China in recent months 
that they do not meet their Com- 
munist counterparts except on 
national holidays. And then, 
around a glass of vodka or a cup 
of wine, the most intimate confi- 
dential talk does not go beyond 
discussing the weather. 

Westerners are forced, as @ 
result, to meet among them- 
selves. Thus, rounds of dipio- 
matic dinners are held for the 
same men, the same women, 
around the same tables. Even 
the food is monotonous in this 
closed circuit society. 

But, Westerners more easily 
tolerate the monotony of the 
menu than the monotony of the 
conversation. Nine times out of 
10, information comes to an e¢m- 
bassy via translated Chinese 
newspapers and magazines. The 
diplomats try to discover under 
the flood of Chinese writing 4 
parcel of Chinese reality. 


This is a staggering task. 
When, by chance, a piece of 
information crops up in the 


closed circuit of the embassies, 
it stirs all foreign diplomats, 
who dissect it and feed it into 
their reports. This produces a 
half-truth which floats in the 
minds for some weeks and fin- 


enough by dinitros—and parti- 
cularly if at blossom time, the 
weather is such that dinitros 
might cause leaf burn and over- 
thinning. Generally if humidity 
is high and rainfall heavy during 
bloom period dinitro sprays 
should not be used in Eastern 
Canada.

Other sources of information 
for foreigners are servants, driv- 
ers, cooks, helpers and messeng- 
er boys, lured through the Chi- 
nese ministry. For instance, if 
the wife of an embassy secretary 
needs a nurse for her children, 
the ministry sends her one, 
Wages and hours are set in ad- 
vance by. Chinese officials. This 
employe is forbidden to eat 
meals with the foreigners. 

A young Scandinavian couple 
insisted that their Chinese nurse 
should eat dinner with the cnil- 
dren she was taking care of. The 
nurse refused. However, one day 
she had to take the children to 
a hotel, and dined with them. 
On the following day, she left 
her post. During the night, a ‘o- 
cal official had called on her and 
punished her disobedience w.th 
dismissal. 

The information game works 
both ways. Chinese servants of 
foreign residents frequently ap- 
pear before their oficials to re- 
late in minute detail, hour by 
hour, the activities of their em- 
ployers. Thus, each foreigner is 
always accompanied by an eye 
and an éar. 

A microphone was once found 
in the bedroom of a foreign em~- 
bassy, with the loudspeaker set 
up among the pans of the cook. 


China's foreign guests now 
play the game. They have 
learned how to be silent. and to 
hide their actions.

Distributed by a Vancouver 
firm, the product is available in 
the form of dust and wet-table 
powder and can be used to com- 
bat certain caterpillars on tobac- 
co and vegetable crops. The bac- 
terium is a very accurate worker, 
killing only a narrow range of 
insects and leaving honey bees 
and beneficial parasites and pre- 
dators unharmed, 

The experts still don’t know for 
certain how B.T. does its deadly 
work among the caterpillars, 
They do know that immediately 
the insect has eaten the product, 
it stops feeding and death follows 
in a few days. They also know 
that despite its fatal effect on 
caterpillars, B.T. is perfectly 
harmless to humans and animals 
and that it is one of the few 
products used on food crops that 
does not have a residue problem.

Additional studies on the effect 
ofthe bacterium on mammals 
are being conducted by the reg- 
istering company. 

According to the label, plants 
should be covered with a uniform 
deposit at the first sign of infes- 
tation. Application should be fé- 
peated weekly, as necessary, to 
maintain control.

of thousands of dollars — which 
he can never sell? 

Is one man behind the cur- 
rent, amazing epidemic of thefts 
of modern and old master pic- 
tures all over the world? 

‘Thieves in St. Tropez on the 
French Riviera stripped a mu- 
seum of fifty-seven Impression- 
ist pictures. The loss is making 
bids at auction rooms soar. 

Eight Cézannes — estimated 
worth, $2,000,000 — disappeared 
from an exhibition in Aix-en- 
Provence. A week later, Goya's 


’ painting of the Duke of Welling- 


ton was stolen from the Nation- 
al Gallery in London. : . 


Paintings worth $180,000 were 


stolén from a villa in Bergamo, ° 


Italy. Twenty-three canvases, 
worth $450,000, were stolen from 
a Villa in Palermo, Italy, a few 
months later. 


In Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, a_ 


theirf ripped six Picassos and 
other modern master paintings 


from their frames and made off . 


with them. 

Since last July pictures worth 
more than $6,000,000 have been 
hi-jacked. The total makes 
wage-snatchers look like small- 
timers. 

But, ‘of course, the stolen mas- 
terpieces cannot be auctioned or 
even sold ‘for anything like their 
market value. A painting by any 
well-known artist is about the 
“hottest” article a thief can 


“hold, 


: percent of the value as reward, 


Any art dealer or collector he’ 


offered it to would recognize it 
immediately. Paintings cannot 
be melted like silver or. re-set 


like jewels. To disguise or alter - 


one would destroy its value. 
Even if some crooked collec- 
tor could be found to buy, he 
would not dare to hang the pic- 
ture in case it was recognized. 
And only a madman would want 
a beautiful and valuable paint- 
ing he dared not hang on his 
wall. secre 
Fanciful stories of “art mis~- 
ers,” )who sit gloating over stolen 
old masters in locked rooms, 
have been conjured up to ex- 
lain the theft of the unsaleable. 
ut there has never been the 
slightest evidence that such men 
exist. The theory might explain 
the occasional theft of one pic- 
ture, but not a world epidemic. 
Commonest motive for old 
master robberies seems to have 
been the idea of holding the pic- 
ture to ransom. : 
Frequent headlines of fantas- 
tie auction-room prices for pic- 
tures. may have given thieves 
ideas about getting at least ten 


Classic cases of this kind was 
the theft of Gainsborough’s por- 
trait of the Duchess of Devon- 
shire from a Bond Street gallery 
which had just paid $50,000 for 
it — a record price at the time, 
more than eighty years ago. 

The picture was smuggled to 
America, it was believed, by 
painting another picture over the 
canvas so that the original could 
not be recognized. 


Then a ransom of $15,000 was. 


demanded for it. Knowing that 
playing along was the only hope 
of recovering the picture, the 
owners began negotiations, as in- 
structed, through messages i 
the personal column of a news- 
paper. 

But the thief, discovered to be 
a man named Adam Worth, was 
caught for another crime and 
sentenced to a long term. After 
his release, a detective agency 
took up the case. 

Worth was now at a disad- 
vantage and reduced his demand 
to $5,000, Money and picture 
eventually changed hands in &

tripled in value and was bought 
by a Mr. Pierpont Morgan for 
$150,000. 

Mr, Morgan, the leading mil- 
lionaire art collector of the time, 
was later the victim of another 
thief. The case shows that just 
occasionally a thief may be able 
to sell without being caught. 


Mr. Morgan bought a beautiful 
miniature on the legitimate mar- 
ket. Years later he was asked 
to lend some of his collection for 
an exhibition in London. 


An expert recognized the min- 

jature as one he had seen long 
before in Italy. It was then dis- 
covered it had been stolen. Mr. 
Morgan immediately gave it to 
the Italian government. 
In ‘the case of the Goya theft 
last year, the Reuters news. 
agency received a demand that 
$400,000 be paid to charities or 
the picture would be mutilated 
and a second one stolen. 

There is no way of knowing 
whether the threat came from a 
madman, a misguided joker or 
the real thief. The canvas was 
not insured and, of course, the 
money was not paid. The paint- 


~ing’s fate remains a mystery. 


A thief who took a panel by 
the Van Eyck brothers from & 
Ghent church sent a ransom note 
to the Belgian government. 

When it was ignored, a second 
note said half the panel would 
be returned and the other half 
destroyed unless the ransom was 
paid. 

One half was found in the 
stated place, but no more was 
ever heard of the other’ half. 

Immediately a famous picture 
is stolen, customs officials are 
alerted and the thief’s biggest 
headache is how to smuggle the 
canvas out of the country. A 
small canvas is often smuggied 
by being taken from its frame 
“worn” between shirt and vest. 

Parugia, an Italian workman 
at the Louvre, Paris, who one 
day found himself alone.’ with 
one of the world’s most famous 
pictures, the Mona Lisa, took it 
out of its frame and walked off 
with it under his overalls. 

He hid it in his room and, 
later, hearing of an Italian mag- 
nate in the market for pictures, 
offered him a fine Leonardo for 
$60,000, He got the picture to 
Florence in a trunk with & 
double-bottom. 

But, naturally, the magnate’s 
adviser immediately recognized 
tha picture. Parugia was arrest- 


ed and the Mona Lisa returned 


to the Louvre. 

The thief’s defence was that he 
was acting as a patriot by restor- 
ing to Italy a picture which had 
been taken from there by Na- 
poleon. He got a fairly light sen- 
tence. 

Hopes of collecting ransom, oF 
making a secret sale; “patriot 
ism” of the Parugia type, and 
even publicity, as in a recent 


tives are understandable in in- 
dividual cases. But what can one 
make of the theft of more than 
100 pictures in the past eight 
months? The most plausible ex- 
planation seems that thieves are 
great. imitators. 

Reading of a $1,500,000 haul, 
and perhaps noticing how little 
some galleries are guarded a 
thief may be tempted. After- 
wards he discovers that stealing 
a painting is easy compared with 
trying to sell it.

A Tropical Garden 
In Africa 


In a tropical garden the riche 
ness of flower and foliage is en- 
hanced by the glow of insect and 
bird life. Even at night the fire- 
flies dart and dance, while below 
at ground level the giowworms 
tend their tiny lamps. It is dis- 
appointing to treacle for moths in 
the tropics, presumably because 
the attracting of... treacle can- 
not compete with the heavy scent 
of flowering shrubs and creepers 
on the night air. But leave a light 


‘on the verandah or at an open 


window, and the walls round 
will soon be covered with a won- 
derful: collection of moths from 
the great hawks down to the tin- 
jest little creatures, with the most 
wonderful textures and patterns 
on their wings... . 

As cacti are to normal flowers, 
so are the praying mahtis to the 
rest of the insect world. Strange 
uncanny ¢ereatures, re#ring them- 
selves along the leaves and 
branches with slow, jerky move- 
ments of their angular legs. 


Stranger still are the chameleons — 


as they pace relentlessly towards 
an unsuspecting fly, their claws 
clasping the boughs so firmly, 


their bodies swaying from side to * 


side, their rolling eyes seemingly 
working quite independently of 
each other. ... Then come the 
lizards, of which there must be 
many different kinds. 
vourites are large garden ones 
with brilliant peacock necks, 
heads and tails. They sit motion- 
less in the sun on the white 
rocks, or scamper up the trunk 
of a tree.... ; 


Lweza is particularly well sit- 
uated for bird life. With forests 
below, and woodland round, 
short grass hillsides above the 
forest to one side, and swamp 
and lake-shore below it to an- 
other, we are visited by birds of 
every kind. Brilliant sunbirds 
with dark metallic wings and 
black and scarlet breasts hover 
about our flowers drinking out’ 
honey with their long curved 
beaks. ...A number of different 
pigeons and doves coo and call, 
in harmony with the liquid notes 
of the coucals and anvil birds. 
But all bird calls are not beauti- 
ful, end we have our share of the 
raucous-voiced ones too. Flocks 
of starlings pass over us at night- 
fall on the way down to the for- 
est to roost. The rollers, relatives 
of the English jays, are beautiful 
to look at but quite horrible to 
listen to. ...

Want To Keep Those 
Flowers Fresh? 


If you love fresh-cut flowers, 
here are some-hints from a Man- 
hattan florist on how to make 
them last longer and give more 
pleasure. 

To keep carnations fresh long- 
er, add a teaspoon of sugar to 
their water. 

A teaspoon of soap powder or 
a few drops of Clorox can bea 
added to the water of most ar- 
rangements to keep the flowers 
fresh longer. 

If roses have dropped their 
heads, put stems in two inches of 
boiling hot water for 15 min. 
utes, and they'll be perfectly re- 
vived. 

Add a teaspoon ofibrown sugar 
to keep an arrangement of greens 
fresh. s 

Either put tulips in a copper 
container or drop:a few copper 
pennies into their water. 

Always put fresh flowers into 
lukewarm water. 

If you'd like rhododendron 
leaves to last from ‘three to fur 
weeks longer, beat their -stems 
with a hammer before putting 
them in water.

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His Home Is a Tent 
_ The Bedouin is an astonishing 
example of man’s ability to adapt 
himself to almost impossible liv- 
ing conditions. The desert’s mea- 
ger yield of thorned shrubs and 
scrubby grass is worthless to man 
except as fodder for his fire but 
it is converted to milk and meat 
by the camels, sheep, and goats. 
These animals also supply the 
Bedouin with hair and wool from 
which tents, rugs, and clothing 
are spun. a 

Since he must first of all at- 
tend to the needs of his animals 
in order to obtain from them the 
very necessities of his existence, 
he constantly migrates over the 
grudging face of the desert in 
search of grazing land. Thus .he 
remains a nomad, in. the’ centur- 
jes-old tradition of his ancestors, 
for there is no possibility of his 
settling in a permanent commun- 
ity following the. pattern we 
usually consider “civilization’’; 
his is that land described in the 
Old Testament (Lev. 26: 19-20): 
“| will make your heaven as iron, 
and your earth as brass: And 
your strength shall be spent in 
vain: for your land shall not 
yield her increase, neither shall 
the trees of the land yield their 
fruits.” 


“The Bedouin has little protec- 


tion against the heat of the sum- 
mer or the chill of the winter. 
His clothing includes the ghutra, 
a four-foot square of white or 
checkered cotton worn as a head 
cloth; the black agal, a ropelike 
hoop that holds the ghutra in 
place; the thobe, a loose-fitting 
neck-to-ankle garment usually of 
white cotton. During the colder 
weather and the months of the 
shamals, or sandstorms, he also 
wears a brown sleeveless coat 
The 
younger children wear dishdash- 
as, or knee-length white shifts. 
The women may wear dresses of 
brilliant colors in the privacy of 
their tente; but in public they 
keep such finery shrouded be- 


’ neath their long black outer gar- 


ments, just as they keep their 
faces concealed behind black 
veils. é . 

The only ome the Bedouin 
knows from birth to death is his 
tent, which is designed for porta- 
bility rather than comfort. And 
yet it is as true for him as for 
the city dweller that “home is 
where the heart is,”: and family 
ties in these nomad tribes are 
extremely close and dearly treas- 
ured.—From “Kings and Camels,” 
by Grant C. Butler.

Secretly, Scotland Yard de- 
cided to experiment with the 
revolutionary Identi-kit “Wanted 
Man” picture system invented in 
America. 

One C.LD. officer, Detective- 
Sergeant Raymond Dagg, spent 
a week learning how to use the 
Identi-kit. 

On the very day he finished 
his training, fifty-nine-year-old 
Mrs. Elsie Batten was clubbed 
and stabbed to death in a curio 
shop off the Charing Cross Road 
in London. 

Dagg at once began building 
up an Identi-kit picture of the 
wanted man. It was circulated to 
all police stations, and screened 
on television by the BBC. 

Five days later, a C.I.D. patrol 
iticked up a man from the Identi- 
jrit description ... and an Old 


ley jury found the man, Ed- 
wih, Bush, guilty of capital mur- 
4 ny 


er. 

The judge, Mr. Justice Steven- 
son, praised the officer who 
spotted the murderer from the 


Bt Identi-kit picture. 


“You deserve the gratitude of 
the community for recognizing 
the man the way you did,” said 
the judge. 

Since then, the C.LD. have 
been using the kit to trap sex- 


offenders, dangerous drives be-. 


lieved to be responsible for road 
deaths and criminals of many 
types.’ 

In many constabularies the 
C.LD. is working with the new 
“miracle” box, 10 in. by 4 in. by 
7 in. It contains approximately 
§25 transparent slides, each bear- 
ing an actual facial. characteris- 
tic. Each slide is numbered 

Anybody who has seen the 
wanted person is asked: “Was 
his hair dark? Curly? Was 
he thick-set? Was his face stern, 
friendly or craggy? .. Straight 
eyebrows?” and a host of simtiar 
questions. As the witness ‘es- 
cribes all possible features of the 
subject, an officer trained in this 
work slips one transparency over 
another until a face is built up. 

The witness and the Identi kit 
can be hundreds of miles apart 
Details can be given over the 
phone. 

But it is better for the witness 
to see the Identi-kit at work. 

Then the officer can ask: 
“Was he anything like that?” 

The witness may suggest & 
different hair-line, or make al- 
terations to the lips or eyes 

When the face is built up as 
exactly as possible from the wit- 
ness’s memory, the picture can 
be wired to police stations all 
over the country 

As each transparency is num- 
bered, the details can be phoned 
or wired to anyone else with a 
kit, and an identical picture 
Built up 

At Scotland Yard 1 was told 
“Apart from the speed, the big 
advantage of the Identi-kit Is 
that for the first time we are 
able to get the pictures screened 


. on television 


“In the past we have frequent- 
ly had a family snapshot of a 
wanted person, but for legal 
reasons an actual photograph 
usually cannot be published. The 
jury may be prejudiced Also, 
if the person happens to be 
proved innocent, he might be 
able to sue the police {f a photo- 
graph is used In the press, or 
televised. 

But an Identi-kit pictures does 
not claim to be of a particular 
individual. This gives the C.D. 
a free hand to broadcast al! the 
vital information, 

Hugh C. McDonald, chief of 
the civil division of the Loe Aa- 


geles County. Sheriff's office, 
toured Europe after the wal 


He had talks with many police 
chiefs, and realized the need for 
a new visual identification sys- 
tem. 

He took a rough idea to the 
Townsend Company of Califor- 
nia. They spent nearly twe:ve 
years working with experts such 
as the assistant director of the 
State of California’s Department 
of Justice, George Brereton 

The result was the Identi-kit. 
More than 40,000 photographs 
were taken al] over the world 
to produce the facial character- 
istics seen on Identi-kit slides. 
And they make 62,000,000,000 fa- 
cial combinations possible — 
men and women, young and old, 
fair and coloured. 

The Identi-kit is not cheap It 
has to be hired at around $15 a 
month. 

Scotland Yard and many C.1.D. 
forces would like to_be able to 
buy their own Identi-kits. 

“We only allow police to have 
Identi-kits on a leasing arrange- 
ment,” states a company official, 
“bécause of the necessity of pro- 
viding improvements as they 
are introduced, and for ex- 
changing lost or damaged slides. 

“We have to keep kits uniform 
all over the world, and if we 
sold them we should have no 
control.” 

When Seotland Yard became 
interested in the Identi-kit, Hugh 
McDonald came over and taught 
thirty-one police chiefs how to 
use it. 

He left twenty-nine kits be- 
hind, ten of which are at the 
Yard. 

The transparencies include 102 
pairs of eyes, twenty-five mous- 
taches and beards, thirty-three 
lips, from thin to sensuous, fifty- 
two chins, from weak t@& jutting, 


and thirty-two noses But no 
ears. 
“Our first experience,” said 


the inventor, “is that the victim 
of-a crime — say rape or robbery 
— is usually facing the criminal, 
and never gets a chance to see 
his ears properly. 

“Special marks like scars and 
moles and the ears, can be drawn 
in afterwards on the transparent 
slides with a wax pencil.”
